Schools Chief to Bring Down Grades 


Local education officials hope to see even more dunce caps in Moronia’s classrooms this year. 


M oronia’s new Town Hall was completed 
last Friday when Thickskull & Sons 
Brick & Plaster Company laid the final bricks 
in the last wall. Crew foreman Simon Slackjaw 
conveyed the news from inside the finished 
structure by tapping Morse code on the wall.

DEV MADAN It starts 
with a group of us brain¬ 
storming ideas.

Then we think of an animal 
that represents it. Slick and 
sleek—that’s what you picture 
when you think of a fox, hence 
Carmelita. Big and oafish— 
that’s Murray the hippo. After 
we’ve [drawn] the characters 
on paper, we re-create them 
on a computer and animate them. 

What was the inspiration for Sly, 
Bentley, and Murray? 

The thought of a raccoon putting 
on a mask just made us laugh. And 
we basically invented Bentley 
and Murray to make Sly look good.
